MURDERMOST FOUL, 


A Wife Killed by Her Hnsband'* Para- 


mour — Double Tragedy Xear 


RAX$OM, Mich., Oat. 20.— Mrs. John 


Bather, who came hero to prevail on bar 
hnsband (o return to his home, was 
stabbed to the heart by "Big Sadie," 
thewomon with whom ho was living, 
Tho Bathers lived at Lima, 0., and a 
few days ago, Barber deserted hi* wife 
and six children and came to this place 
with "Big Sadie," a disreputable woman 
of Lima. Ho was followed by his wife, 
who reached here yesterday. She went 
to the houee where her hnsband and the 
woman were staying, and besought him 
to return with her to their home. Ho 
seemed willing to do BO, when the wo- 
man inter/erred, and in a fit of jealous 
rage, plunged a knife into Mrs. Barber's 
Jweast.

Tlio Engineer'^ Body Curried 300 


Feet Away •••Children Scalded 


at Play. 


PlTTSBCTO, 
Pfl., 
Oct. 20.—At 11 


o'clock this morning, shifting engine 
No, 1, belonging to the Monongehali 
connecting railroad, while pushing a 
train of empty cars along a aide track 
near the casting hoube of the Elza fur- 
nace, exploded her boiler with terrifflo 
force. Engineer Flaherty, aged twenty- 
five, was blown from the engine cab in- 
to the Mononeghala river, a difltance of 
800 feet. His body has not yet been re- 
covered. 
Fireman Thomas MoGnff, 


aged twenty-one, was hurled against the 
brick side of tho casting house and in- 
stantly killed. 


Conductor James Foraker, fifty years 


old, was perhaps fatally scalded. Brake- 
man Joseph Ferry was frightfully cut 
aud scalded about the head and shoul- 
ders, but may recover. Thomas Clark, 
a laborer, had his legs broken and back 
injured. Several men at work in the 
furnace were slightly injured by escap- 
ing steam and flying debris. What re- 
mains of the wrecked engine stands 
reared up on ond. Tho steam dome, 
sand-box and stack have not

found, while tho boiler ifl split almost 
the entire length and flattened out like 
a fan. The cause of the explosion is 
not known.

The enemies of the work- 
ingmen, he said yesterday morning, 
were those evil influences in life which 
tend to pull him down and prevent him 


, from making that progress in life which 
he would otherwise do if these evils 
were properly met. Among them he 
spoke of the wholesale esocrator, who 
seeks to tear down everything; the po 
litical demagogue, who preaches Utop- 
ian theories and promises impossible 
things; the extravagant housekeeper, 
who keeps her husband poor by her 
wastefulness; the extravagant man, who 
spends his earnings foolishly and ne- 
glects to economise; the scarlet woman, 
who with her charms leads men to 
ruin; gambling, that leads n?wii to 
spend their 
money in cards, and 


horse races and schemes of chance; the 
avaricious employer who crushes and 
starves his employes with small wages 


that he may grow rich; and whisky and 
tobacco, which rob him of his earn- 
ings. 
"Of New York's paupers," he 


said, "85 per cent, are drunkards; 82 
per coat, of their mothers and 55 i per 
cent, of their fathers are drunkards.

§1,500,000,000. We pay $900,000,000 
expenses. What does tho workingman

throned under the arch of prosperity 
until it is dead aiid buried. 
If you 


crown one you must kill the other. Onr 
tohaeco bill is $600,000,000 per annum.

How dare he 
frown when his wife asks for a new 
dress or a bit of ribbon ?

bill, and nil the rest' Do you not see 
an index fiugcr pointing towards better 
times} Give me the money you have 
spent for rum, tobacco, gambling, soar' 
let women and in miscellaneous extrava- 
gance during the last thirty years, and 
I will present to every workingman in 
onr country a 83,000 residence, fill evtry 
wardrobe with the daintiest and richest 
Brusselese and Lyonese, put Jblooded 
horses into every barn, and crested car 
riages into every vehiory, educate every 
child in the Boston university and give 
him a paid-up policy, drawing legal in 
terest, that will secure him and his 
against want for all time to come."
